After 
an amendment was offered and 
amended to suit those who favor- 
ed it, a point of order was made 
against the provision and sustain 
ed by the vote..

Mr. Spooner was the particular 


champion of the Indian in pre- 
venting the removal of the re 
strictions, but Messrs. Teller, 
Long and others who favored the 
amendment charged that he was 
misguided in his zeal and that the 
Indians themselves wanted to be 
permitted to seek a market for 
their surplus lands. 


Mr. Bailey argued that the re- 


moval of the restrictons was in 
the interest of the white settler 
and the future of Oklahoma and 
Indian territory depended upon 
getting farmers on these lauds 
before the price became too high 
for the settlers to buy. The ap- 
peal had no effect on Mr. Spooner 
who said the entire, argument ap- 
peared to be for the white man 
with nothing for the Indian. 


Mr- Spooner said there was a 


pressure for the removal of the 


restrictions inside and outside the 
senate chamber and that it seem 
ed to be wholly in the interest o 
white men. He announced tha 
he would insist upon his point o 
order. He said, however, he 
would help to frame some other 
ineaiu.ro to deal with the case 
with proper restrictions and 
thought there would be no trouble 
in having it passed. The vice 
President sustained the point of 
order. The,Indian appropriation 
bill was then passed.

Pioneer of Montana Recalls a Feat 


of 
Sharpshooring in 
the 


Early Days. 


Looking over a brand register the 


other day reminded me of an even 
which occurred at Fort Benton 
in 


1866," said the Montana pioneer to a 
group of 
friends at Helena. "The 


story serves to illustrate two things— 
first, the unerring accuracy of Al. B 
Hamilton's aim, and again the expe- 
dient? that are reso»ted to in order 
to procure an original brand. 


"Hamilton was the first Justice of 


the peace in northern Montana. His 
commission 
was 
issued 
by 
Gen. 


Thomas Francis Meagher, the leader 
of the famous civil war Irish brigade, 
who was then acting as governor of 
the territory of Montana. 
Hamilton 


had charge of the American Fur com- 
pany's post at Fort Benton, and the 
feat to which I shall refer may have 
had something to do with his election 
as sheriff of Chouteau county in later 
years. 


"I have heard of cattlemen using a 


frying-pan, railroad fish plates and 
other unusual shapes in metals as 
branding irons, but, after all, I think 
Hamilton's was perhaps the most orig- 
inal. 


The company by which 
Hamilton 


was employed had about 35 head of 
hogs that were continually getting 
mixed up with the porkers belonging 
to others, and he determined to put 
a brand Mpon his animals that would 
prevent any chance of mistaken iden- 
tity. 


"With soma little difficulty Hamil- 


ton got all the company's hogs In an 
inclosure, went to the office, secured 
his 44 revolver and , a supply of 
cartridges and seated himself on the 
fence surrounding the pigs Without 
getting closer than ten feet to a 
sinigl* one of the animals, Hamilton 
in the course of perhaps 15 minutes 
had ?hot the tail from each. 
He did 


not waste more than half a 
dozen 


shots in doing it, nor was a single 
hog injured, save that its tall had 
been clipped off clean That feat gave 
him the title of champion shot of the 
territory."

SEAWEED AND ITS USES. 


Scotch, Irish and Chinese Use Cer- 


tain Kinds for Food and Other 


Purposes. 


In tropical climates the little air 


bladders which support the seawracks 
are of great service, for the masses 
of s»aweed are several hundred feet 
long, and of considerable height, hav- 
ing stems the thickness of a man's 
thigh and branches and 
drooping 


stems 
which support innumerable 


forms of animal life, such aa corals, 
crabs, worms of different kinds, to- 
gether with mosses and weeds of the 
sea, and being besides a place of de- 
posit for innumerable eggs of various 
creatures. 
In Scotland the tender 


parts of the seawracks, known as 
tanglers, are used as food, and when 
fooked are considered choice diet for 
cattle. 
The stems of a hard, horny 


variety of the seawracks are used as 
knlfa handles. 
They are cut in short 


pieces, and, while still moist or green, 
the blade is forced in at one and 
When the stem dries it clings firmly to 
the knife blade.

SUNLIGHT AND THE HOUSE. 
Sunlight is nature's most health-giv- 


ing scavenger. A house witiout sun- 
light is unhealthy and unsafe for hu- 
man occupancy, and it is necessary not 
only to have some sunlight, but to 
have as much of it as possible. 
It is, 


of course, not feasible to admit tho di- 
rect rays of the sun to every room of a 
house; the typical plan of all houses is 
square or rectangular, and at least ono 
.side of the house is entirely beyond 
the reach of the sun. The other sides, 
however, can receive more or less di- 
rect sunlight, and the problem of the 
plan is thus reduced to arranging the 
various rooms that the amount of sun- 
light is adjusted to their uses, nnd it 
must be sunlight, for mere light itself 
Is not sufficient; the rays of the sun 
have curative aud cleansing properties 
that nothing else has. 


It is generally admitted that a south- 


ern exposure is the best for all houses, 
and should be obtained whenever pos- 
sible. It is immaterial whether the en- 
trance be placed on ibis side or not. 
In dwellings of average size the en- 
trance front will also be the front on 
which any important room opens, but 
in large country houses the old distinc- 
tion of a front and back to a house has 
disappeared, and, instead, we have 
the entrance front and the garden 
front; the service and servants' quar- 
ters, so long regarded as characteristic 
of the ^'baclt" of a house, may be rele- 
gated to a side end or placed in a v» ing 
that abuts directly ou the front.

It might help those who are unde-

FARMERS UNION WILL 


FIGHT LAND GRAFTERS 


Guthrie, Okla., Apail 30.—A. 


convention of the members of the 
Indiahoma Farmers' Union of In- 
dian Territory has been called for 
South McAlester on May 16, to 
formulate some plan whereby 
the lands to be sold by Indian cit- 
izens may come into the hands of 
home'owners, farmers and actual 
settlers. The special purpose of 
the convention will be to provide 
for the defeat of grafters in get- 
ting possession of these lands 
when the restrictions are remov- 
ed. 


A plan to assist each farmer in' 


buying tracts to suit his abil- 
ity to pay is now under consider- 
ation, letting each farmer have 
from 10 to 160 acres each. A 
square deal for the Indian is a 
part of the plan, paying him act- 
ually what the land is worth and 
arranging for long-term loans at 
6 per cent interest, thus enabling 


every farmer to buy a home. No 
person will be assisted who now 
owns a farm home, >nor in pur- 
chasing more than 160 acres for 
'one man. The belief is that in 
such a manner may the land 
syndicates and grafters be de- 
feated. 


The action of the Farmers' JJn- 


ion in this matter will be watched 
with great interest, for the rea- 
son that in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory it now has a strong 
working membershig of over 60, 
000 members. It is very prob- 
able that thev will take an active 
part in politics'm some parts of 
Oklahoma this %$itll, and in fact 
their intention so to do has al- 
ready been annouced in Pottawat- 
omie county. 
While they may 


not put out a separate ticket.they 
will take a hand in the nomina- 
tion of canidates, and will vote 
for the men whom they believe 
identified with their interest. 


INDIAN APPROPRIATION 


BILL PASSES THE SENATE 


Washington, April 30.—The 


senate Saturday passed the In- 
dian apprpriation bill. 
Several 


hoars were devoted to spirited 
debate on removing the rastric 
tions from the allotted lands of 
the Choctaws, Creejii,. :-Cherch 
kees, 
Chichrewawa and 
Semi- 


aoles, except fall bloods. After 
an amendment was offered and 
amended to suit those who favor- 
ed it, a point of order was made 
against the provision and sustain- 
ed by the vote.. 


Mr. Spooner was the particular 


champion of the Indian in pre- 
venting the removal of the re 
strictions, bat Messrs. Teller, 
Long and others who favored the 
amendment charged that he was 
misguided in his zeal and that,the 
Indians themselves wanted to be 
permitted to seek a market for 
their surplus lands. 


Mr. Bailey argued that the re- 


moval of the restrictons was in 
the interest of the white settler 
and the future of Oklahoma and 
Indian territory depended upon 
getting farmers on these lauds 
before the price became too high 
for the settlers to buy. The ap- 
peal bad no effect on Mr. Spooner 
who said the entire, argument ap- 
peared to be for the white man 
with nothing for the Indian. 


Mr* Spooner said there was a 


pressure for the removal of the 


restrictions inside and outside the 
senate chamber and that it seem* 
ed to be wholly in the interest of 
white men. He announced that 
he would insist upon his point of 
order. He said, however, he 
would help to frame some other 
jnea»ure to deal with the case 
with proper restrictions and 
thought there would be no trouble 
in having it. passed. The vice 
President sustained the point of 
order.:. The, Indian appropriation 
bill was then passed. :

"Hamilton was the first Justice o 


the peace in northern Montana. His

was 
issued 
by 
Gen 


Thomas Francis Meagher, the leade 
of the famous civil war Irish brigade 
who was then acting as governor o 
the territory of Montana. 
Hamilton 


had charge of the American Fur com 
pany's post at Fort Benton, and thi 
feat to which I shall refer may have 
had something to do wltb his election 
as sheriff of Chouteau county in late 
years. 


"I bave heard of cattlemen using a 


frying-pan, railroad flsh plates and 
other unusual shapes in metals a 
branding irons, but, after all, I think 
Hamilton's was perhaps the most orlg 
Inal. 
The company by which Hamilton 


was employed had about 35 head o 
hogs that were continually getting 
mixed up with the porkers belonging 
to others, and he determined to pu 
a brand Mpon his animals that woulc 
prevent any chance of mistaken iden 
tity. 


"With soma little difficulty Hamil 


ton got all the company's hogs In an 
inclosure, went to thtrofflce, secure 
his 44 revolver and * a supply o 
cartridges and seated himself on th 
fence surrounding the pigs Withou 
getting closer than ten feet to a 
sinigU one of the animals, Hamilton 
In the course of perhaps 15 minutes 
had shot th<s tail from each. 
He did 


not waste more than half a 
dozen 


shots in doing it, nor was a single 
hog injured, save that its tall nac 
been clipped off clean That feat gaVi 
him the title of champion shot of th 
territory." 


SEAWEED AND ITS USES. 


Scotch, Irish and Chinese T/s« Cer- 


tain Kinds for Food and Other 


Purposes. 


In tropical climates the little air 


bladders which support the seawracka 
are of great service, for the masses 
of s»aweed are several hundred feel 
long, and of considerable height, hav- 
ing stems the thickness of a man's 
thigh and branches 
and drooping 


stems 
which 
support Innumerable 


forms of animal life, such aa corals, 
crabs, worms of different kinds, to- 
gether with mosses and weeda of the 
sea, and being besides a place of de- 
posit for innumerable eggs of various 
creatures. 
In Scotland the tender 


parts of the seawracks, known as 
tanglers, are used as food, and when 
rooked are considered choice diet for 
cattle. 
The stems of a hard, homy 


variety of the seawracks are used as 
knife handles. 
They are cut in short 


pieces, and, while still moist or green, 
the blade is forced in at one end 
When the stem dries it clings firmly to 
the knife blade. 
Being gnarled and 


horny, it resembles buck's horn, and 
when tipped with metal and fully fin 
Ished forms a neat inexpensive knife 
handle 


The rose tangles are higher up in 


the scale of vegetable life, and their 
delicate tints render them beautiful 
Of these, pulse is an important variety 
to the Scotch and Irish, who, besides 
using it as food, both in its raw state 
and cooked in milk, find it a substi 
tute for tobacco. 
Carrageen moss Is 


another kind of rose tangle, from 
which a nourishing Jelly 
is made. 


The Chinese uae one variety Of rose 
angle as a chief ingredient in their 
glossing preparations; 27,000 pounds 
are brought annually to Canton and 
sold at from 6 to IS pence per pound.

WAR HORSES INVISIBLE. 


Various Means Which. Ar« Employed 


to Screen the Animals from. 


the Enemy. 


A special military commission 
in 


Berlin la oonaldering the best means 
of making cavalry aa invisible aa pos- 
sible in warfare 


Harmonizing the 
men's 
uniforms 


with natural conditions as much aa 
possible la not enough, and the com- 
mission la now discussing the advis- 
ability of dyeing the horses or screen- 
Ing them with light canraa trappings. 


At ito London war office lately It 


waa Mid that several experiments had 


fla made ia this direction during the 


war HI South Africa. 


On* official said- "Many horses were 


dyed, but it was found that the dye 
BOOH washed off all except 
gray 


horses. 
Several vegetable dyes were 


uwd, but the experiments proved of 
little value. 
"Caaraa trappings made the horses 


perspire and impeded their move- 
meats, and, besides, when the sun is 
behind the cavalry, the horses' legs 
can be seen through the canvas. 


"The best screen for cavalry used in 


South Africa was a combination of va- 
rious heather-like shrubs picked up on 
;he veldt. These plants were in many 
cases strung upward and downward 
from the trappings, and gave tbe ap- 
pearance, when cavalry were moving 
slowly across the sky line, of waving 
vegetation."

A Huge Damage Suit. 


There has just been filed in the 
U. S. court at Ada a suit whicb 
constitutes the biggest piece ol 
litigation ever started in Ada. 
One Margaret M. 
Robinson, 
joined by her five minor children 
and her fatheriniaw and mother 
mlaw, sues the Frisco railroad 
company for $80,000 damages for 
the death of her husband. The 
parties plaintiff want$10,000each. 
The petition alleges that in 
June, 1904, the husband, Henry 
C. Robinson, was a Frisco con- 
ductor and was killed in a collision 
near Sapulpa; that the collision 
was due to negligence of the 
company in employing an ineffi- 
cient tramp operator at Sapulpa, 
in maintaining an inadequate 
system of train orders and in is- 
suing conflicting orders resulting 
in the trains colliding. The suit 
is filed by Sherman attorneys. 


Deputy U. S. Clerk Constant 
states railroad damage suits are 
becoming quite numerous in this 
jurisdiction, whereas, 
hitherto 


most of them have been filed in 
Texas courts.

Later the 
two were joined by a white man and

'•These two were armed with rifles 


nnd hunting knives," wrote Crockett in 
his journal, "and though I have been 
accustomed to the sight of men who 
have not stepped far over the line of 
civilization, I must say that they were 
just about the roughest samples I had 
seen anywhere. 


"One w:is a man about fifty years of 


nge, tall aud 
rawboued. He was 


dressed in a sailor's round jacket, and 
with a tarpaulin on bis head. 
His 


•whiskers nearly covered his face, his' 
liair was coal-black and long, and there 


is a deep scar across his forehead 


and another on the back of his hand. 
The beeman knew him well. He had 
been for many years a pirate with the 
famous Lafltte." 


Crockett, the beeman and the old pl- 


i-nte armed in San Antonio just in 
time to bp besieged there by the Mexi- 
can army. 
On February 23d Colonel 


Travis wished to send out a message 
to Colonel Faun hi at Golhul, who had 
nbout four hundred troops telling hiui 
that he was besieged. The old pirate 
voluntoerpd, to go, and set out that 
night. 
He'got through the Mexican 


linr>s safely, and the men in tho fort 
hoard not bins; of him again until dusk 
on March 4th, when the beeman and 
CrocRett, being cu top of the wall, saw 
a man Tunning toward them, pursued 
by Mexican cavalry, and recognized 
the old pirate. With two hunters they 
sallied to? his rescue. 


Meanwhile the old pirate, finding 


himself 
overtaken, 
stopped, 
faced 


nbout, and at short range shot one of 
the Mexicans dead. Then with clubbed 
musket he charged full at the rest. 
•who halted, and broke before him. At 
that moment his rescuers came up, and 
In. the ardor of the chase, forgetting 
how few they wer,e, ansl led by the old 
pirate, they pursued the Mexicans back 
to their camp 


They were quiek-ly cut off by a troop 


Of 
Mexican cavalry, and saw they 


must fight their way back.

charged on the cavalry with pistols 
and then with clubbed muskets, and 
the old pirate laid out man after man 
of them ^ 1th terrible biows.

SUNLIGHT AND THE HOUSE. 
Sunlight is nature's most health-giv- 


ing scavenger. A house without nun- 
light is unhealthy and unsafe for hu- 
man occupancy, nnd it is necessary not 
only to have some sunlight, but to 
have as much of it as possible. It is, 
of course, not feasible to admit the di- 
rect rays of the sun to every room of a 
house; the typical plan of all houses is 
square or rectangular, and at least one 
.side of the house is entirely beyond 
the reach of the sun. The other sides, 
however, can receive more or less di- 
rect sunlight, and the problem of the 
plan is thus reduced to arranging the 
various rooms that the amount of sun- 
light is adjusted to their uses, and it 
must be sunlight, for mere light itself 
is not sufficient; the rays of the sun 
have curative aud cleansing properties 
that nothing else has. 


It Is generally admitted that a south- 


ern exposure is the best for all houses, 
and should be obtained whenever pos- 
sible. It is immaterial whether the en- 
trance be placed on this side or not. 
In dwellings of average size the en- 
trance front will also be the front on 
which any important room opens, but 
in large country houses the old distinc- 
tion of a front and back to a house has 
disappeared, and, instead, we have 
the entrance front and the garden 
front; the service and servants' quar- 
ters, so long i-egarded as characteristic 
of the ^'baclt" of a house, may be rele- 
gated to n side end or placed in a v» iug 
that abuts directly on, the front. 
In 


such cases it must be well screened 
and its purpose thoroughly subordin- 
ated.—American Homes aud Gardens.

SETTING THE TABLE. 


See to it at first that your table linen 


has been laundered well ami ironed 
smoothly with only one crease. 


Your dining table is, of course, cov- 


ered with a table felt, which is very 
thick cotton flannel. 


Fold your napkins four times in 


ironing and then make one more fold 
with the hand to hold the bread and 
place them at the left of the forks. 
Never use the family napkin, rings 
when entertaining. 


At each place put one of your best 


dinner plates in which the oyster 
plate is to be set. 


Place at the right of the service 


plates as many knives as will be re- 
quired before the dessert, oach one 
with the sharp edge turned toward the 
plate and in the order in which they 
will be needed, beginning at the ex- 
treme right. 


At the right of the knives place the 


spoon for soup, which should be a ta- 
blespoon or soup spoon, with the in- 
side of the bowl turned up, then, the 
oyster fork fit the extreme right. 


At the left place as many forks as 


will be needed, and in the order in 
which they will be used, the fish fork 
at the extreme left and the entre fork 
next, then the fork for the roast, 
which, of course should be the largest^ 
then the fork for salad, all with the 
tines turned up, and last fork close 
to the place. 


If you have not many courses the 


dessert spoon and fork may be on the 
table from the beginning, but if the 
meat is rather elaborate omit them 
until dessert is served.
